Ld witness information that may be displayed m PARS will not be used by Licensee 
any' of its agents in any manner. 

(A) Licensee agrees that it will not use any complainant or witness information obtained 
^ ^ tougrP^^S during the term of this Agreement (the initial term as 1 as tbe exto ded 
term)1o initiate or supplement any immigration investigation or deportation proceed! ig. 
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(5) This Agreement must be executed no later than September 1, 2010 and unless otherwise 
extended will terminate on August 31.2011. 

(6) This Agreement may be terminated for any reason by the Licensor upon thirty' (30) day 
written notice to Licensee. 

(7) All other terms and conditions of the 2008 Agreement shall remain in fiall force and 
effect.

Licensee agi'ees not to: (i) copy, modify, or distiibute PARS, or 
transcription or merged portion thereof, except as expressly authonzed heiein, or (n) 
reverse assemble, revei-se compile, or otherwdse translate the PARS object code. 

Licensee agiees not install the PARS object code in any computers, other th^ those 
specified in Exhibit A (Licensed Computers^ without Licensors written authonzation, 
provided that Licensee may transfer the PARS object code to another computer, 
temporarily, for its use in accordance with this EULA, if any of the computer systems 

..specified-inExhibit A-becomes-inoperable---- 


Licensee acknowledges that violation ofany of the forgoing provisions constitutes 
breach of this EULA and is cause for immediate termination. Licensee also acknowledges 
teat in the event of breach ofany of the foregoing provisions Licensor has no 
remedy in money or damages, and that Licensor shall be entitled to injunctive relief upon, 

request. 

Licensor warrants, for Licensee s 
benefit alone, that PARS conforms in all material respects to PARS specifications set forth 
at Exhibit A. This warranty is expressly conditioned on Licensee s obser^^^ce of the 
opening security, and daLconteol procedures sat foith harem and 
elsewhere, including in the PARS supporting documentation. Nothing m tos EmA 
constitutes a warranty or representation by Licensor that any activity of Licensee 
authorized hereunder is or will be free from mfrmgement of third party patents. 

In the event ofany material defect in PARS for which Licensor is xespon^ble. Licensor 
agrees to attempt, through reasonable effort, to coirect or cure any reproducible defect by 
is^iing corrected instructions, a restriction, or a bypass. In the event Licensor is unable to 
correct or cure such defect after it has had a reasonable opportunity to do so, Liceii^see s 
exclusive remedy shall be a refund of the License Fee, pro-rated over tee penod ot any 
inonerability of PARS due to the defect However, if Licensee has made any ch^ges 
wh&soever to PARS, if PARS has been misused or damaged by Licensee, or if Licensee 
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does not timely report any known defect to Licensor, Licensor's obligations to conect or 
cure PARS shall extinguish, and Licensee shall have no remedy or recourse.
